NORMAN ELLIS OF 
STRATHMORE 
Mentioned in Despatches 


“T am writing this report just in 
case I dont’ get back.” Those few 
words, quietly spoken on board a 
Coastal Command We lingion, revea! 
a story of heroism. 

The Wellington, curiously named 
“Love for Love,” had sunk a U-boat 
after a grim fight in the bright moon- 
light of the Azores. 

It was then that Rear-Gunner B. 
W. Heard began to write the report 
for the interrogating officer. 

“The first I knew of his being hit 
was when I asked him over the ‘inter 
comm.’ what he had scen of the at- 
tack,” said Pilot-Officer W. L. Arm- 
strong, captain of the Wellington, tn 
an interview. 

‘‘Heaid’s reply was, ‘Sorry Sir, I am 
afraid I must come out. I’ve been 
hit.’ He showed the most amazing 
courage and managed to lever himseit 
out of the turret.” 

“Norman Ellis, the navigator, gave 
him first aid and made a grand job of 
it. The doctors say Heard eould not 
have survived but for this. 

“Heard laughed and joked during 
the return journey despite his pain. 
When he reached hospital the doctors 
aroputated his leg.” 

The fight with the U-boat was stern 
and long. “Love for Love's” crew 
sighted the U-boat lying on the sur- 
face. They dived straight in. 

A terrific burst of flak from the 
U-boat’s guns greeted them. It was 
then that Heard, who was seated in 
the rear turret, was wounded. 

Then depth charges found their 
mark and the U-boat and its crew 
disappeared for ever, 

For the great part they played in 
this moonlight drama of the sea, the 
Distinguished Flying Cross has been 
awarded to Pilot Officer Armstrong 
and Gunner Heard.

Farm problems take up more time 
in the House of Commons than any- 
thing else except the War Appropria- 
For the most part the discus- 
sions are not political but the griev- 
ances are brought out with more 
vigor than are the troubles of any 
other section. Many farm lads are in 
War activities yet production is keep- 
ing up and, at times, becomes over 
production. Britain needs all the 
products yet bottlenecks do occur at 
times as in the meat case, because of 


the lack of shipping. There is a floor 
price for wheat of $1.25 per bushel No 
1 Northern at Vancouver or Fort 
William but the price seems to be 
higher so the participation certifi- 
cates should be valuable. 

The C. C. F. party is very active 
through the whole Dominion. Mr. 
Bracken is organizing the Progres- 
sive Conservative party. The Liber- 
al leaders are busy with War activit- 
ies but the National Liberal Federa- 
tion is being asked to get out some 
literature and the organizer, Senator 
Robertson, is planning a trip through 
Canada. If the War should end this 
year there might be an appeal to the 
country. No party seems to be press- 
ing for an election and, with very few 
exceptions, the winning of the war 
and planning for a better Post-War 
world is foremost in the minds of Can- 
adians, 

When demoblization comes there 
must be new targets, men and women 
of the forces must be trained so that 
they will not be looking for jobs but 
jobs will be looking for them. 

The glamor of war must be replaced 
by glamor of peace and the romanee 
of building a nation.

MUSKRATS OPEN SEASON 


a 
The Game Branch, Department of 


Lands and Mines, is declaring an op- 
en season on muskrats, during the 
period March 15th. to April 29th. both 
dates inclusive, in that part of the 
Province lying to the south of the 
North Saskatchewan River. The 
trapping must be done on a Limited 
Trapper’s License, the fee for which 
$2.00 and obtainable from any Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police detachment 
or Game Guardian in the area. The 
license will permit any person who is 
the owner, purchased under an Ag. 
reement for sale of lessee of land in 
that part of the Province lying to the 
south of the North Saskatchewan 
River, which land is used for farming 
or ranching purposes, as well as any 
members of such person’s immediate 
family, such as a parent or a child 
over the age of sixteen years actually 
residing on the land or some part 
thereof, to trap muskrats on his own 
land or adjoining land. The shooting 
or spearing of muskrats is prohibited.

‘Bugs’ in the Grain Bins 


Seven or eight years ago, ¢ 
distinguished authority on insects 
stated that, in Western Canada, we 
need never worry about insect 
damage in our stored grain. Mosi 
authorities are occasionally wrong, 
and he was no exception. 


It is not our purpose to spread 
false alarm, but merely to draw 
attention to the defensive measures 
at our disposal. In guarding agains! 
losses due. to insects in farm stored 
grain, we have three powerful allics. 
They are: a cold climate, a dry 
climate and a very efficient Division 
of Entomology in the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. Despite 
these advantages losses have been 
suffered and will continue unless thi 
necessary precautions are observed. 


The best prevention against los: 
is storing only dry grain, and keep. 
ing it dry by means of ventilated 
granaries which exclude rair, and 
snow and which are constructed so 
as to provide an air space between 
the floor and the ground. As added 
insurance, it is wise to bin grain 
during cold weather or move it and, 
if possible efean it, during very col¢ 
\veather. 

If storing tough grain is unavoid- 
uble, it should be examined regularly 
and, at the first sign of heating or 
infestation by mites or inseets, it
